FOR THE FIRST TIME, COMMUNIST PARTY CHIEF ENRICO BERLINGUER. 
BY WEEK'S END, THE AUSTERITY MEASURES HAD PUSHED THE LIRA 
UP SLIGHTLY, BUT OTHER CURRENCIES -- THE WEST GERMAN MARK, THE 
DUTCH GUILDER, THE BELGIAN FRANC, THE AMERICAN DOLLAR, THE CROWNS

ANOTHER WEDGE BETWEEN RHODESIA AND MOST OF THE REST OF THE 
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WORLD -- AND DID NOTHING TO LESSEN THE DANGER OF A VIOLENT 
CONFRONTATION BETWEEN THE COUNTRY'S BLACK MAJORITY AND THE 
RULING WHITE MINORITY. 

THE CONFRONTATION IN LEBANON THIS WEEK, BETWEEN SUPPORTERS 
AND OPPONENTS OF PRESIDENT SULEIMAN FRANJIEH, THREATENED TO 
TOUCH OFF ANOTHER ROUND OF FACTIONAL WARFARE IN THAT BATTERED 
COUNTRY. RESISTING PRESSURE FROM MOSLEM ELEMENTS DEMANDING 
HIS RESIGNATION, MISTER FRANJIEH -- A CHRISTIAN -=- VOICED 
HIS DETERMINATION TO REMAIN IN OFFICE. SYRIAN-BACKED 
NEGOTIATIONS TOWARD A POLITICAL SETTLEMENT CONTINUED, BUT 
THE MAN WHO HAD PROCLAIMED HIMSELF MILITARY GOVEPNOR OF 
LEBANON THE WEEK BEFORE -- GENERAL ABDEL AZIZ AL-ADHAD -- 
TOLD NEWSMEN THAT A MILITARY SOLUTION HAD NOT BEEN RULED OUT. 
FIERCE FIGHTING BETWEEN OPPOSING POLITICAL AND RELIGIOUS 
GROUPS CAUSED DOZENS OF DEATHS AND INJURIES -- AND AT WEEK'S 
END, PREMIER RASHID KARAMI AND TWO OTHER LEBANESE LEADERS 
BARELY ESCAPED DEATH AS THE PLANE THEY WERE ABOUT TO BOARD 
FOR DAMASCUS WAS HIT BY ROCKETS. THE THREE MEN WERE UNINJURED -- 
BUT THE INCIDENT SYMBOLIZED THE UNCERTAINTY SURROUNDING 
LEBANON'S GOVERNMENT, AND THE FUTURE OF THE NATION ITSELF. 

ELSEWHERE IN THE MIDDLE EAST, EGYPT'S PRESIDENT ANWAR 
SADAT SHOCKED THE SOVIET UNION BY ANNOUNCING THAT HE WANTED 
TO CANCEL THE FIVE-YEAR-OLD FRIENDSHIP TREATY BETWEEN CAIRO 
AND MOSCOW. THE ACTION, GIVEN QUICK AND ALL BUT UNANIMOUS 
APPROVAL BY EGYPT'S PARLIAMENT, WAS APPARENTLY PROMPTED BY 
MOSCOW'S REFUSAL TO FILL EGYPTIAN REQUESTS FOR MILITARY 
HARDWARE, AND TO PROVIDE MORE FAVORABLE TERMS FOR REPAYMENT OF 
SOVIET LOANS. CHARGING MOSCOW WITH CONDUCTING A CAMPAIGN OF 


IMPERIALISM AND NEO-COLONIALISM IN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, 
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MISTER SADAT SAID THE FRIENDSHIP TREATY WAS NOTHING MORE THAN 
A SCRAP OF PAPER, BECAUSE OF MOSCOW'S REFUSAL TO SUPPLY 
SPARE PARTS, HE SAID, EGYPT'S ARSENAL -- NINETY PERCENT 
SOVIET=MADE -- WOULD BE SCRAP METAL IN EIGHTEEN MONTHS. THE 
SOVIET UNION QUICKLY DENOUNCED EGYPT'S MOVE, AND CHARGED 
PRESIDENT SADAT WITH A DELIBERATE DISTORTION OF SOVIET-EGYPTIAN 
RELATIONS.

THE RECENT SOVIET INTERVENTION IN ANGOLA, AND WARNING AGAINST 
SIMILAR ACTIONS ELSEWHERE, SECRETARY KISSINGER SAID THE UNITED 
STATES MUST PURSUE A DUAL POLICY IN ITS DEALINGS WITH MOSCOW.

"WE MUST PRESERVE STABILITY, BUT NOT REST UPON IT. WE

ADVENTURISM, AND INDICATING UNITED STATES DISMAY OVER SOVIET 
INTERVENTION IN ANGOLA, THE STATE DEPARTMENT THIS WEEK 
ANNOUNCED THE POSTPONEMENT OF THREE JOINT SOVIET-AMERICAN 
TALKS DEALING WITH ECONOMIC ISSUES, ENERGY COOPERATION AND 
HOUSING. A STATE DEPARTMENT SPOKESMAN SAID WASHINGTON COULD 
NOT PURSUE BUSINESS AS USUAL WITH MOSCOW IN LIGHT OF SOVIET 
INTERVENTION IN ANGOLA == AND THAT THE UNITED STATES WANTED 
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TIME TO ASSESS THE TRENDS IN SOVIET-AMERICAN RELATIONS. 
OBSERVERS LATER IN THE WEEK NOTED THAT DESPITE POSTPONE-

PEACE IN ANOTHER PART OF THE WORLD WAS THE SUBJECT THIS 
WEEK OF TALKS AT THE WHITE HOUSE, BETWEEN PRESIDENT FORD AND 
IRISH REPUBLIC PRIME MINISTER LIAM COSGRAVE. THE TWO LEADERS 
ENDED THEIR MEETING WITH A JOINT COMMUNIQUE URGING AN END TO 
VIOLENCE IN NORTHERN IRELAND -- AND CALLING FOR A HALT TO 
SUPPORT BY IRISH-AMERICAN ORGANIZATIONS WHICH HAVE SUPPLIED MONEY 
AND GUNS TO TERRORIST GROUPS IN ULSTER. (COPT) MISTER 
COSGRAVE SPOKE ABOUT THE LATTER PROBLEM EARLIER IN THE 
WEEK, BEFORE A JOINT SESSION OF THE UNITED STATES CONGRESS,
